In those cases In which a 


large piece is required to be of uniform 
thickness two or more plates are l;ild 
together and welded until they become 
a solid piece of necessary thickness. 


In welding plates they are first boiled 


in a salt solution until they become 
comparatively soft and pliable, when 
they are, carefully cleaned to remove 
all foreign matter from the surfaces to 
be welded. The slightest impurity will 
prevent the shells from forming a per- 
fect joint. 


Afer the points have oeen laid to- 


gether they are wrapped with several 
thicknesses of wet cloth .and an iron 
plate put on each side. These plates 
must he parallel so the pressure on the 
shell shall be equally distributed and 
bits of folded cloth are laid in wher- 
ever required "to make the 
pressure 


uniform. 


In the meantime heavy iron tongs 


have been heating and 
when hot, 


enough to brown a bit of paper are 
made to hold the package of shell and 
cloths and the whole is put in a heavy 
press. Pressure is increased gradually 
to a certain point and maintained until 
the tongs become, cold, when the parts 
will be found to have united to form 
one piece. 
Unless carefully done the 


shells separate on being put 
in hot 


water. 


Small objects cannot be repaired by 


welding as a rule, because the sur- 
faces are too small to knit properly 
and because pressure, sufficient to unite 
the parts might destroy patterns or 


j shape.

A billion dollars is set down as the 


value of the pvultry and egg products 
of the United States for the present 
year, as estimated by the 1911 cata- 
logue of an incubator company. 


The United States census of 1900 


gave the value of poultry and eggs at 
J280.6S6.429. In 1900. according to the 
ninth annual report of Secretary "WH- 
Bon. of the department of agriculture, 
poultry products had "climbed 'to a 
place of more than half a billion dollars 
in value." so that the farmer's hen 
now competed with wheat for 
pre- 


cedence; while at a banquet given by 
the Washington Poultry association in 
December. 1U09. Secretary Wilson said 
that "the poultry and egg products of 
the United States in 1908 amounted to 
$700.000,000 :ind were second only to 
the corn crop in value."

"THE RECORD." 


By Frederick R. Coudert. • 


The decision in the 
case of the 


1'nlted States vs. American Tobacco i 
company Just decided but reaffirms and 
reltenites thp doctrine enunciated In 
the Standard Oil case and applies It to 
a more complex and difficult situation. 
The chief justice in that opinion ex- 
plains the necessity of a fair and lib- 
eral construction of the statute, one 
which will carry out the intent of con- 
Srcss to check monopolies while not 
interfering with those ordinary 
and 


normal contrast which it was the oh- 
ject of the statute to protect. 
The 


view of the chief justice may be sum- 
med up by saying that a liberal con- 
struction of the statute alone will make 
it really effective, and as ao construed 
It must be declaratory of the eommon- 
la\v rule which hud In view the same 
purpose as the act—namely, the pro- 
tection nf freedom of contract against 
impairment by monopolies. A narrow, 
literal construction would thus not only 
be anti-historic, but wholly nusatory 
of .thp. Intent of conKreys, In that 
it 


would paralyze that ordinary and nat- 
ural trade development whose 
main 


purpose it was to sa-fesuard. 
Tho 


chief justice thus appositely puts It: 


"The soundness of the rule that the 


statute should receive a 
reasonable 


corstruction, after further mature de- 
liberation, we sec no reason to doubt. 
Indeed, tho necessity for not departing: 
In this case from tht standard of the 
rule of reason which is universal In its 
application Is so plainly required In or- 
der to give effect to the remedial pur- 
poses which the act under considera- 
tion contemplates, and to prevent that 
cct from destroying all liberty of con- 
tract and all substantial right to trade,

The remedies applied by the court In 


the tobacco case seem peculiarly ap- 
propriate to the elimination of monop- 
olistic features, while not of so drastic 
and merely destructive a nature as to 
disastrously affect the interests of the 
public and of innocent stockholders. 


It is probable that in future 
the 


criminal feature of the law will 
be 


more largely relied upon by the gov- 
ernment as a deterrent to monopoly. 
In this event the question of Intent will 
evidently be of very great importance. 
The general legal doctrine is that there 
is no crime without intent, but this is 
only a rule of construction which may 
be negatived by the legislature. There 
Is a class of cases in which the courts 
have helrl that ..the plain language of 
statutes made immaterial the question 
of intent. In such cases the fact that 
the persons .charged have violated the 
express prohibition of "the law is suf- 
ficient ground for conviction. * 
» * 


While it still is open to question as 


to whether the Sherman law is In the 
same category, yet, where a monopoly 
has been actually created, it will prob- 
ably be wellnigh impossible for de- 
fendants to escape upon the ground of 
lack of intent. 
Persons are always 


presumed to have intended the natural 
effect of their acts, and the doctrine 
of intent even where applied, especial- 
ly tn cases of purely statutory delln- 
nuencies, has been beaten 
out very 


thin. 


There may be and 
probably 
are 


sound objections to the statute on 
economic grounds, but I do not believe 
that it can be successfully challenged 
upon the ground of vagueness or un- 
certainty. It^-has always been a diffi- 
cult question to draw the line between 
"direct" and "indirect" contracts and 
combinations restraining trade. 
The 


difficulty is more acutely and generally 
pressing today because of the approach 
to actual monopoly in so many of the 
necessaries of life. 


I cannot think that Mr. Justice Har- 


lan is justified in considering the pres- 
ent decision as really at variance with 
former decisions. Taking these decis- 
ions together as a 
coherent 
whole, 


there can be little or no doubt that the 
result re.ichefl In every one was simi- 
lar to that which would have 
been 


reached upon Ihe assumption that the 
statute was merely declaratory of the 
common law. 
It must seem deplor- 


able that so much confusion should 
have arisen over what now seems to 
have been a battle of words.

A plan of Commissioner Waldo's des- 


ignates stationary posts for half th» 
policemen of the third platoon. This 
idea has been carried out with success 
in several of the large cities of Europe. 
It is based partly on the fact that 
when people know just where a po- 
liceman can always be found they call 
for his help more promptly and more 
readily than when they know only that 
he is somewhere on his beat. This is 
shown in the case of the traffic squad 
men, who make more arrests in felony 
cases than all the rest of the force 
combined. The commissioner also be- 
lieves that dotting the city at intervals 
with policemen on stationary posts will 
be an effective deterrent to 
certain 


kinds of crimes, such as burglaries in 
the loft district of lower Fourth and 
Fifth avenues. 


Under the new three platoon system 


the third platoon, composed of half the 
men of the force, Is on post from 11 
o'clock at night to 7 in the morning. 
If the stationary 
post 
scheme 
Is 


adopted throughout the city half the 
men of the third platoon will be on 
stationary posts eight hours. The two 
halves of the platoon will relieve each 
other for this duty In warm weather 
after four hours and in winter at the 
end of every two hours. In Manhattan 
the stationary posts will be on the ave- 
nues at Intervals of four blocks, so ar- 
ranged as to be two blocks apart on the 
cross streets. A man mustn't leave such 
a post unless he is called for duty 01 
relieved.
